"UNEMPLOYMENT IN 
ENGLAND. 


(To THa EDITOR or THE ‘ HONG KONG 
DAILY PEEsS.”}> 


Stn,—Having just returned ‘from 
furlough in. England, where the 
Miners’ Fund has caused so much 
discussion, 
somewhat .amused to ‘find o 
“branch existed out here, as 
though it were.a Red Cross Fund. 


Permit me to.say a few words about. 


it. We all know that the Daily 
jlail instigated the Fund only a 
few days before last Christmas, and 
how’ anxious” they were - that ‘suf- 
ficient ‘money should be collected 
and be available for distribution 
at a time when, to quote Dickens, 
“ Poverty is most felt and abunds 
anco rejoices.’ From a small com- 
menctment.the fund grew, and auch 
was the prominence given to it. on 
the first page and also to the lists 
of subscribers”. names, that many 
persons found themselves compelled, 
as it were, to contribute, although 
they felt that the principle of such 
a fund was all.wrong. What. other 
section of British workpeople could 


ever expect to have subscribed: fon)’ 


them such a munificent sum? The 
farmers? The fisherfolk'? No! Why, 
therefore, should the miners? 

Some miners’ families don't de- 
serve to reccivé charity because they 
decline work ‘when they get the 
opportunity for it. 

My sister-in-law wished to engage 
a cook, employment agencies recom- 
mended her to try the distressed 
mining areas, She visited two or 


three areas, but in -none. could sho’ 


persuade any woman to come and 
work for her, although. the pay was 
good. No-one wanted to “ go into 
service” although. they were ‘' dis- 
tresaed.” The ‘dole ’” or the Daily 
Mail Fund would sce them through ! 
Cases have cpme to light recently 
where young men out of..work and 
wishing to get married waited until 
they . commenced” receiving _ the 
“dole,” and then went ahead with 
their matrimonial arrangements. 
To alleviate the distress in the coal- 
fieldg by ‘a public subscription,’ as 
has recently been done, is wrong in 
principle. No doubt, provided the 
fund -is‘ properly administered "it 
will ease some of the distress ’(its 
administration has already been 
severely criticised), but the moncy 
will not outlast the situation and 
it Ae be impossible to repeat, the 
fund, 
. Only the revival of the coal in- 
dustry of-the country will solve this

The fruit is placed in a hopper and 
finds its way to a sheller through 
a separating machine. , The . hults
